THE  PACIFIC ~ NORTHWEST.

An Interesting Chapter in the
History of Oregon.

The following interesting chapter of
American history ig from the *“Ameri-

ean Odd Fellow,” for the month of
April 1867:
“YWhat great events from humble

caures spring! Hear how the Interesls
of our nation were gaved from sacrifice
in the vast Oregon reglons, a gquarter-
century ago, by the efforts of a few un-
assuming people—woman appearing
prominent In this, as in many other re-
markable chapters of the world's his-
tory.

“About twenty years ago the land
rang with outeries for a boundary line
on the Pacifle coast conslderably north-
ward of ‘forty-nine thirty,” where It i=
now fixed between the U, 8. and Brit-
ish America. The shout of many over-
zealous patriots at that time was
‘fifty-four forty—or fight!" The mean-
ing of this outery was that, if Greal
Britain did not concede to the United
States the possession of the whole
Oregon region up to the line of 64 de-
grees 40 minutes, 50 that the United
States possesalons should reach up to
the Russo-American line (thus exclud-
ing Johnny Bull from the Pacific-Amer-
jean coast), Uncle Sam should Incon-
tinently throw off his coat and secure
his demands by force of arms,

“Now, the result soon showed that,
much as we formerly coveted extended
poasessions in the then unsetiled Pa-
cifie regions, we were not exacily pre-
pared to spend treasure and blood In
puataining our clalms; and an amioca-
ble settlement, in 1846, gave to Great
Britain the territory above forty-nine
thirty, the present frontage of that
power on the Pacific coast—leaving it
as & Britlsh wedge between the pos-
sessions of Uncle Sam and the Russian
Bear, The lower part of the Oregon
reglon, below 40 degrees thirty minutes,
wns thus left to the peaceable posses-
glon of the United States; and as Cal-
ifornin was acquired by treaty with
Mexico, a8 a consequence of the war
between the U. 8 and Mexico, Uncle
Sum gained southerly much more val-
uable possessions than those he had
previously coveted northwardly from
Mr., Bull. Look to your map, good
reader, and see what changes were thus
made by diplomacy with Great Brit-
ain, and by powder and ball with Mex-
ico,

“Such is, In brief, the history of the
struggles for territorial dominion on
the Paclfic ¢oast of America, by three
“great powers,” bafore the value of
that then uncivilized region had begun
to be developed by the digeoveries of
the preclous metals in the gquantities
that now render the ‘Golden Gate' &
fitting titla 1o the entrance of San
Franclsco bay—the great entrepot of
almost fabulous wealth.

“Now let us see how nearly Uncle
Sam escaped the loss of the whole Ore-
gon coast In 1842—only a ovouple of
yeurs before lust for dominion and na-
tional ardor impelled spome of our peo-
ple to ery out so lustlly for ‘fifty-four
forty or fight.' Even Duanlel Webster.
when secretary of state under Presl-
dent Tyler in that year, was actually
on the point of closing & treaty with
Engiand, whereby the whole Oregon
region (all that had been clalmed by
the United States), was to be trans-
ferred or quit-claimed to the Hritish!
(At that time, the Oregon reglon Was
ocoupied In common by the British and
American governments-—-the settlers
being chiefly engaged as fur-traders—
notice to be glven by elther government
when joint occupation should termi-
nate), This part of the history sounds
liks romance; but the authority for it
seeniia to be Indisputabfe. H it s,
just as it was recently related at a
meeting of one of the principal relig-
jous organizations of the ae-the
tAmerican Board of Commissioners for
Foreign Missions,' Correspondents of
the N. Y. Evening Post and Boston
Congregationalist concur in nasraling
the remarkable story:

‘oWe presume It la not generally
known to our citlzens on the Pacifie
coast, nor to many people In the At~
lantic states, how near we Ccame to
losing, through executive Incompeténces,
our just title to the whole immense
region lying west of the Rocky moun-
tains. Nor has due honor been ac-
corded to the brave and patriotic man
through whose herculean exertions this
greal losa was prevented.

* “Phe faota were briefly and freshly

ever mide that perilous Journey—
crossed Over the mountalns with In-
oredible toll, to.reach Oregon, the feld
of their labor, After remaining there
for a few years, Dr. Whitman began
to understand tha object 6f the mis-
representations of the British Hudson
Bay company. He saw, contrary to the

reilerated public statements of the
company :

* "1, That the land was rich In miner.
als,

‘48 That emigrante could croas the
Rocky Mountains In  wagons, & feat
which they had constantly asserted to
be impossible,

'**3. That the Hudson Bay company
was planning to secure the sole occu-
pancy of the whole of that country,
by obtaining a surrender of the Amer-
fcan title Into the hands of the British
Eovernment.

' “"Seelng these things, but not know-
ing how wvery near the British scheme
was to its accomplishment, Dr. Whit-
man resolved, at every hazard, to pre-
vent Its consummation, He undertook,
In 1842, to make a journey on horseback
to Washington, to lay the whole matter
clesely before our government by per-
sonal representations. Belng a man of
great physical strength and an iron
constitution, he accomplished the long
and perilons journey, and reachad
Washington In safety.

‘ “Reachlng Washington, he sought
an interview with President Tyler, and
Daniel Webster, then secretary of state,
and unfolded to them distinctly what
was going on. And here he learned
that a treaty was almost ready to be
signed, In which all thils northwestern
territory was to be given up to Eng-
and, and we were 10 have In compen-
sntion greater facilities In  catcehing
fish, Dr. Whitman labored to convince
Mr. Webster that he was the victim
of false representations with regard to
the character of the region, and told
him that he Intended to return to Ore-
gon with a train of emigrants. Mr,
Webster, looking him full In the eye,
aaked him if he would pledge himself
to conduct a traln of emigrants there
in wagons. He promised that he would.
Then, sald Mr. Webster, this treaty
ahall ba suppressed, Dr. Whitman, in
coming on, had fixed upon certain ral-
I¥ing points where emigrants might as-
semble to accompany him on his re-
turn. He found nearly 1000 ready for
the journey. After long travel, they
reached Fort Hall, a Britlsh military
atatlon, and the commandant undertook
to frighten the emigrants by telling
them that L was not posaible to g
threcugh with wagops; but Dr, Whit-
man reassured them, and led them
through to the Columbia, and the days
of the supremacy of the Hudson Bay
pompany over Oregon were numbered.'
“Statuea have been erected, and other
honors freely rendered, by varlous na-
tions of the world, to commemorate
far lesa service to thelr respective
ountries than the plain missionary
1Dr, Whitman) renderad (o the United
States. Women have been ranked
imong herolnes in history who encoun.
tered leas arduous tolls than Mrs
Whitman and Mrs. Spalding—‘the fArst
white women who made the then peril-
sus journey' across the Rocky Moun-
taing to the Oregun coast. Are not
such people worthy of mention In
American history?

Cost of n Passengor Conch,

Not many people know how mnuel
material enters into the composition of &
first class passenger conch. Tobuild »
passenger car of the best kind require
about 2,400 feet of poplar, 8.400 fest of
ash, 1,000 feat of white pine and 8,30
feet of yellow pine, 500 feet ol the best
oak, 400 feet of the strongest hickory
400 feet of cherry, 400 feet of maple ve
neer and perhaps small amonnts of oth
er woods. There are four pairs of wheeb
and axles two pairs of passenger cm
trucks, about 8.000 pounds of iron, TM
pounds of castings, 600 poundsof galva
niged iron and 260 sheets of tin, Then
add screws, chandecliors, airbrakes, sash
balances, 60 or 70 glass panes for the
windows and doors, stoves, seat fixtures,
lamps, door locks, knobs and hinges
basket racks, window lifts, window fas.
teners and seat springs, and you hawe
most of the hardware.

Then there ure about 200 yards of
plush, 100 yurds of sheoting snd 300
pounds of hair,. When wll these things
are taken into accounnt, no wonder can
be felt that a passenger coach costs over
$4,000. The materials do vot cost this
much, but before the car is put on the
road about $1,200 will be expended on
labor.—Boston Transeript.
